W H A T BAKING P O W D E R SHALL WE USE? 
This plain question conies borne to every 
housekeeper. 
We all desire pure and 
wholesome food, and this can not be had 
with the use of impure or poisonous bak­ 
ing powder. 
There can be no longer a 
question that all the cheaper, 
loner 
grades of baking powde rs contains either 
alum, lime or phospbatic acid. 
As loth 
as we may be to admit so mneli against 
what may have been some of our house­ 
hold gods, there can be no gainsaying 
the unanimous testimony of the oflieial 
chemists. 
Indeed, analysts seem to find 
no baking power entirely free from some 
one of these objectionable ingredients 
except the Royal, and that they report as 
chemically pure. 
We find some of the 
Raking Powders advertised as pure, to 
contain, under the tests of Profs. Chand­ 
ler, Ilabirshaw and others, nearly twelve 
per cent of lime, while others arc made 
from alum with no cream of tartar.

ing or baking. 
They go with the bread, 
therefore into the stomac h, where their 
physiological efleets are indigestion, dys­ 
pepsia, or worse evils. 
The question naturally arises, why do 
these cheap baking powder makers use 
the se things? 
Alum 
is three cents a 
pound, lime still cheaper, while cream of 
tartar costs thirty-five or foriy. 
The rea­ 
sons tor the chemical purity of the Roy­ 
al Baking* Powder were recently given in 
the New York Time* in an interesting 
description of a new method for refining 
urgols, or crude cream of tartar. It seems 
that it is only under this process that 
cream of tartar can be freed from the 
lime natural to it and rendered chemical­ 
ly pure; that the patents and plant for 
this cost the Royal Raking Powder Com­ 
pany about half a million dollars, and 
that they maintain exclusive contiol of 
the rights.
